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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 14 through 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 14 through 26 are narrative in form, fail to clearly set forth the structural 
and operative arrangement of the various recited elements which go to make of 
the dispenser and are replete with vague and indefinite language instances of 
which are too numerous to point out specifically. Examples of the vague and 
indefinite language follow. 

In claim 14 lines 3-4, the function of the "return translation means" is not clearly 
recited. 

In claim 14 line 8, it is not clear what constitutes a "flexible shape-memory 
membrane" as this language does not define a specific structure nor does it 
clearly define a property of the membrane. 

In claim 14 lines 10-11, the function of the "thrust means" is not clearly recited. 
Further, the structural relationship of the various elements recited in claim 14 is 
not understood. 

In claim 17 line 2, the recitation "a flexible membrane" appears to be a double 
inclusion as the membrane has previously been recited in claim 1 line 8. 
In claim 19 line 2, the recitation "placed more or less" makes it unclear as to the 
position of the "fixed element." 
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In claim 20 lines 2-3, the recitation "so as to be shaped as the object to 
dispensed" is unclear. Is this attempting to define that the "fixed element" has 
the same shape as the object to be dispensed? 

Claim 22 raises ambiguity as to the relationship of the "outlet passage" and the 
"calibrated opening" in that claim 22 appears to define these two elements as 
being the same element. This appears to conflict with claim 14. 
In claim 23 line 1 , the recitation of "a receptacle" appears to constitute a double 
inclusion as this appears to define the same element recited as a body forming a 
reservoir recited in line 1 of claim 14. 

Applicant is reminded that the above instance of vague and indefinite language 
are merely exemplary and the claims should be carefully reviewed and revised to 
avoid such vague and indefinite language, provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claim terminology and present the structural elements in a manner in which 
their operative relationship is clearly understood. 

3. Claims 14 through 26 appear they would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action.
